the Kingly-Office a Burden to them, ſo 
that the Management of Affairs hath 
been left ro ſome Favourite. Theſe Mi- 
nions wholly intent on raiſing their own 
Fortunes, ha ve enter'd iuto any wrong 
Meaſures in reſpect to the Kingdom, 
which might contribute to thoſe Ends, 
ſometimes engaging the Prince in unne- 
ceſſary Wars, and ſometimes in hurry- 
ing up an Inglorious Peaſqe. 
But as theſe Abuſes of the Royal Fa- 
vour have in all Times come under Cen- 
ſure of Parliaments, ſo that they have 
endeayour'd to ſet the King above Par- 
liament and Laws, in Hopes of eſcaping 
the Puniſhment due to their Temerity. 
Hitherto theſe Attempts have prov'd In- 
effectual, ſo that their next Recourſe 
hath been to bribe and corrupt the Le- 
giſlature, by Places of Profit, and ſecret
